The policy of the Daily Worker on the 
trade union questions of the recent period 
has been clear: to effect unity of the labor 
movement by helping build and strengthen 
the CIO and by pressing unity upon the A. F.

The day is gone when people can get away 
with insinuations about the sincerity of the 
CIO. If in the past, questions could be asked 
as to whether the CIO really wanted unity 
(although for us this was never a question, 
any more than it was a question as to the 
basis on which such unity should be attained) 
today the issue is simple and clear. The CIO 
has made it so. 

It has reduced the issue to this: let all the 
CIO unions with their membership of 4,000,- 
000 be taken back into the A. F. of L. simul- 
taneously and let all jurisdictional questions 
be settled within the A. F. of L. When the 
CIO insists that all its members be taken 
into the A. F. of L. at one time because juris- 
dictional questions might take years to settle, 
it is thinking of the disputes within the A. F.

If today the issue of unity is elearer than 
ever, the need is greater than ever. Trade 
union unity is particularly essential today in 
the face of the campaign of the monopolists 
to aggravate the economic recession in order 
to cut wages, lengthen hours, weaken the 
unions through mass layoffs, destroy the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act and replace it 
with anti-labor legislation and dump the New 
Deal 


In view of this great compelling need for 
0 ‘we would be the last ones to 
disagree with Dubinsky’s insistence that the 
unity negotiations be resumed. It is our im- 
pression that when the conference broke 
down, it was understood they wete to be re- 
sumed as soon as it was practical. But what 
is the job of the moment for President Dubin- 
sky and, in fact, for all progressive leaders 
in the labor movement? To use his influence 
so that the negotiations can be resumed on 
terms of assuring true unity and not on the 
Executive Council terms of disrupting the 
CIO and throwing millions of newly organized 
workers back into the ranks of the unor- 
ganized. :

“The Reds (meaning all anti-Pascists),” says this 
Nazi estimate of the war in Spain, “fight with slogans 
understandable to the masses: against capitalism, the 
feudal landlords, the church, oppressors and expioit- 
ers of the Spanish people during centuries (so they 
think). 

» “General Franco and his aids have been obliged to 
create their army from scratch. (The fact is, Franco's 
officers at the outbreak of the Fascist rebellion took 
control of the largest part of the army and nearly all 
of the arms of Spain. True, the army balked in the 
fighting, hence the importation of Moors and German 
and Italian Fascist intervention, and the tactic of 
Phalanxist and Raquette sandwiching of the regular 
armed forces--H. G.) Franco’s movement has to con- 
tend with a heavy responsibility in his rear. The sins 
of the big landlords and the church facilitating Red 
propaganda give Franco a hard time of it.” 

This admission of growing internal difficulties of 
Spanish Fascism (however demagogically the Nazis 
may try to explain it) is unusual, coming from Berlin 
where alibis are being worked up to save German mili- 
tary prestige in Spain and elsewhere out of the ex- 
pected further defeats for Franco. 


. 
Isolation is not exclusively a “Made-in-America” 
product. The Nazis, of course, manufacture it for for- 
eign export, designedly prepared for the consumption 
of democratic countries. But it is a home product in 
the Scandinavian countries. In Sweden, however, out- 
standing Socialists, instead of meeting the issue as 
Norman Thomas does by out-isolating the reactionary 
isolationists, we find Allan Vougt, the brilliant Social- 
ist editor of the newspaper “Arbetet” (Worker) of 
Malmo, in a leading article against isolation and for 
collective action for peace, writing as follows: 

“In the days of the last World War, Sweden wes 
able to remain neutral selling goods to both sides: 
business was splendid while cur people starved. With- 
out doubt there are many people who imagine that a 
similar neutral position could be adopted in the event 
of another world war. But we do not believe that 
neutrality could now be maintained. It is for this 
reason that “Arbetet” is carrying on an energetic cam- 
paign against those pacifist-sentimental elements who 
stand in the way of dur sountry’s co-operation with 
other nations prepared to take the responsibility 
within the League of Nations, for the preservation of 
peace, among these countries being the U. 8. 8. R. 

“If only those powers which include the democratic 
states of Great Britain, France, the U. S. and then 
the Soviet Union in the East, would unitedly declare 
that they would act in concert to prevent any at- 
tempts to alter present territorial bouridaries, we be- 
lieve that the Fascist powers would be stopped from 
expansionist adventure—and this without the smaller 
and weaker powers undertaking any further risks than 
those they now incur. 

“Should organized opposition to war not be de- 
veloped. among the powers in which the desire for 
peace dominates. Scandinavia and particularly Sweden, 
will incur the danger—in the event of war—of being 
impressed into the German sphere of influence. We 
cannot believe that in such an eventuality that Swedish 
democracy would be preserved. From our viewpoint, 
a struggle now over policy is far preferable to one at 
a moment when the. liberty of peoples is already 
doomed to defeat. We trust, therefore, that those in 
charge of foreign affairs may be persuaded to under-
